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CITY AND COUNTY OFFICIAL PAPER.

T he H e r a l d acknowledges the re­ 
ceipt of the “Alta Almanac and Bonk 
of Facts” for 1875. It is a valuable 
compilation and is well flileil with 
statistical information. 


T h e California Granger has been 
consolidated with the Pacific Rural 
Press. This will make the Press the 
best agricultural paper published on 
the Pacitic coast. 


T h e Snn Francisco Examiner, Grass 
Valley Union and Marysville Appeal 
commenced new volumes with the 
beginning of the new year. They are 
all good papers and worthy the pros­ 
perity that has ftttt t.ued them. 


T h e savings banks of San Francisco 
have over $12,000,000, about one-fourth 
of their deposits, loaned out to farm­ 
ers, at from ten to twelve per cent. To 
city customers these banks charge 
nine per cent, on large loans and ten 
per cent on small ones. 


T h e act of the Louisiana Radicals 
in counting out those whom they did 
not want in the Legislature is noth­ 
ing new. The same thing has been 
going on for years, bul the same 
papers that are now denouncing the 
Administration until lately aided in 
hiding these atrocities. 
G r a n t has 
lost his power and the rats are leaving 
the ship. 


T h e Evening Express is the Los An­ 
geles Administration organ, yet in 
reference to the Louisiana infamy it 
uses this language: “The Administra­ 
tion of General G r a n t sealed the at­ 
testation of its own infamy on Mon­ 
day last, when the military arm of 
the nation was permitted to enter the 
State House of Louisiana and eject 
members from their seats.” The Pres­ 
ident may well exclaim “Save me 
from my newspapers.” 


The Railroad. 


..The San Francisco Post is now 
printed on a Bullock press; but it is a 
bad print, which, we presume, will he 
improved as the press gets down to its 
work. Editorially, the Post is the 
poorest of San Francisco’s poor news­ 
papers. Its stock in trade is vitupera­ 
tive slang about the Call, Bulletin and 
Alta, and a silly aping after the 
Chronicle. Of the interior of the 
State, its resources and development, 
it knows no more than a pig of divin­ 
ity. 
________________ 
A c o r r e s p o n d e n t asks, “ Is it true 
that editors are asked to reprint arti­ 
cles which have appeared in tlieir 
paper the day before?” We do not 
think it is. When an editor fills his 
columns with matter that lie has pre­ 
viously printed, it is an indication that 
he is trying to impose on the public to 
the extent of seeming to publish more 
matter than lie really does. It is a 
boarding-house trick of selling the 
same food twice, and shows botli pov­ 
erty and cupidity. 


T he issue of the Los Angeles Express 
for New Year consists of eight pages. 
The Express is by fur the best paper 
published in Los Angeles.—San Fran­ 
cisco Post. 
This is about as near correct as the 
little Post usually gets tilings. The 
Express never issued an eight-page 
number, and never will; but we sup­ 
pose the little J'ost purposely substi­ 
tuted the Express for the H e r a l d . It 
is capable of this style of misrepre­ 
sentation. 


T h e Senatorial tight in Nevada is 
developing some curious phases of 
human nature. For instance, some 
twelve or fifteen Republican members 
of the Legislature who are credited 
with owing their election to S h a h o n’s 
money andaré known to have pledged 
themselves to support S h a r o n for 
Senator if elected, are now making a 
show of opposition to him on the 
ground that lie is not a resident of 
the State of Nevada. As he was not 
a resident of the State when they 
agreed to vote for him, why should 
they refuse to do so now, unless, in­ 
deed, it isa scheme to blood the old 
man again ! 


New Telegraph Line. 
From a reliable source we learn that 
it is the purpose of the Atlantic and 
Pacific Telegraph Company to com­ 
plete their wires to this city on or be­ 
fore the first of May next. The line 
is now continuous from Kan Francisco 
to Bakersfield. 
Another telegraph 
line to this city will be worth thous­ 
ands of dollars to the people and the 
newspapers. It will break up the old 
monopoly that has cost Southern Cal­ 
ifornia so many thousand dollars in 
the way of enormous charges on pri­ 
vate business, and enable newspapers 
to lay before their renders the same 
dates that are printed in San Fran­ 
cisco and other points reached by the 
Atlantic and Pacific lines. 
As soon 
as the new line reaches this city, the 
newspapers here will take their re­ 
ports from the new company from ne­ 
cessity, as the Associated Press will 
not permit the Western Union to send 
reports until after they are printed in 
the papers of the Association. By the 
present arrangement, news sent to 
Los Angeles by telegraph arrives at 
about tire same tima with the Bulletin 
containing the same dates, and more 
in detail. The Western Union Com­ 
pany has played into the hand of the 
news monopoly for years and justly 
me its the heavy blow it will sustain 
by the completion of the new wire of 
the Atlantic and Pacific Company. 


This question lias simmered down to 
a point. To do or not to do—that is 
the question. Every true friend of 
Southern California is now ready to 
take hold and do what they can. All 
doubtful tricksters will be busy throw­ 
ing cold water on the enterprise. That 
the enterprise will be a success we 
have no doubt, for it is in the hands of 
men who always mean what they say. 
They are in earnest and they call upon 
all the people who desire the prosperity 
of our country to take hold with them. 
That there will be some bolding back 
we have no doubt, and it will come 
from quarters that we least expect, yet 
it will come. There is a class of men 
in our county who have been educated 
■m 
to sell themselves, until per force of 
habit they examine every enterprise 
with an eye to what they can make 
out of it by sharp practice. The im­ 
portance of the subject and its great 
value to the country weighs not a 
feather in their estimation. Their 
price in ready cash is what the^ want, 
and if there is no bid made they qui­ 
etly let go and finally use their influ­ 
ence against the enterprise. 
Our 
object is to prepare the people to meet 
such objections and avoid such dead 
weight. The best men of this and San 
Bernardino and the press of both coun­ 
ties are enthusiastic on the subject, 
and so far as we can learn the people 
are unanimously in favor of it. The

on the route to-morrow with provis­ 
ions and tools to begin the grading. 
This looks like business. They have 
full confidence that the people will 
unitedly push (lie work to completion. 
So far as the city of Los Angeles is 
concerned, we again repeat it, that if 
this enterprise fails we are seeing our 
best days; if it succeeds we may be­ 
come the second city on the coast. 


GRAPES AND WINE MAKING. 


Latest Telegrams. 


Report* from the Vineyard* h i m ! W ine 
M ajiutnciorie* for 1874. 
Los Angeles county grape growers 
make favorable reports of their opera­ 
tions during the year 1874. Men thor­ 
oughly posted on ail matters pertain­ 
ing to vineyards are of the opinion 
that there are from 3,000,000 to 4,000,000 
bearing vines in Los Angeles county, 
and that the average yield last year 
was about ten pounds to the vine. Of 
these vines, nine-tenths are of the 
mission, or native, grape; only of late 
years has the planting of foreign vari­ 
eties commenced in earnest. 
Of the 
thirty-five millions of pounds of grapes 
raised during the year in this county— 
only about a three-quarters crop— the 
great proportion is made into wine 
and brandya A gallon of wine requires 
fourteen pounds of grapes, and a gal­ 
lon of brandy about sixty pounds. 
Tarbox’s distillery, one of the largest 
in California, can use up the grapes of 
a large and flourishing vineyard in a 
short time—being capable of convert­ 
ing into juice seventy tons daily. The 
Alden fruit drying establishment, 
while in full operation, uses up some 
three tons daily. 
There are over thirty registered dis­ 
tilleries in the county—thirteen in 
Los Angeles, twelve in Anaheim, one 
at Puente and one at San Fernando. 
The U. S. Gauger in this city inspected 
over 50,IKK) gallons of brandy during a 
portion of last year. Most all of this 
brandy is made by Tarbox, Itose and 
Keller. 
In the city of Los Angeles, and the 
country five miles around, there 
are about twenty wine manu­ 
factories. Keller’s stands first, hav­ 
ing made 200,000 gallons in 1874; 
Koehler & Froehling over 150,000 gal­ 
lons (estimated), Pelanconi 50,000 gal­ 
lons, and the others from 15,000 to 50,­ 
000 each. Mr. Keller estimates the 
wino made in tlie city of Los Angeles 
and vicinity in 1874 at not less than 
900,000 gallons. At San Gabriel the 
four establishments combined made 
about 150,000 gallons. At Puente and 
San Fernando about 75,000 gallons 
were made in 1874. The reports from 
the wine makers at Anaheim will 
swell the total amonnt of wine 
made in this county, in 1874, to about 
2,000,000 gallons. 
As an evidence of the extent of wine 
making here, and the success that has 
attended it, the following notice of one 
of the pioneers in the trade will prove 
interesting to the H e r a l d readers: 
Mr. Keller, who settled herein 1851, 
established his present wine manufac­ 
tory, on Alameda street, twenty years 
ago. He at once planted out vines, 
oranges, limes and citrons, in great 
quantities, and they now yield him a 
princely income. During the twenty 
years lie lias mannfactured 2,000,000 
gallons of wine and 40,000 gal­ 
lons of brandy. 
Last year he 
made about 200,000 gallons of wine, 
of4 very superior quality. 
He has 
100,000 bearing vines that yielded 
him an average of fifteen pounds to 
the vine. He also purchased 1,500,000 
pounds of grapes, at an average of 75 
cents per hundred, delivered at his 
establishment. He ships some of his 
wines direct from here, but most of it 
goes to his San Francisco house. He 
lias one hundred arieties of grapes on 
his place, and lias sent to Europe and 
Africa for seventy-five additional va­ 
rieties.

Atrocious MiirtJer o f n Fam ily In Mis­ 
sissip p i. 
M e m p h i s , January 3d. — Particu­ 
lars of the murder and burning of the 
bodies of fiye persons, at Shannon, 
Mississippi, has been received. The 
object of t lie wholesale massacre was 
robbery. The murderers, who are un­ 
known, called Borum to tlie door at 
his residence on Saturday night, a 
week ago, under some pretense and 
shot and killed him. They then en­ 
tered the house, wits re they outraged 
Borum’s wife, after which they killed 
her and the two children, uged re­ 
spectively two and nine years. 
A 
negro boy in the house was also mur­ 
dered. The assassins, aftercompleting 
their work, gutted the house, obtain­ 
ing in money about $700. They then 
fired the house in several places,locked 
the door and tied. A portion of Bo­ 
rum’s remains were found with two 
bullet holes in his skull. The remains 
of his wife were found with her arms 
clasping the remains of her youngest 
child. There is no clue to the perpe­ 
trators, but great excitement prevails 
in the neighborhood. The remains of 
tlie five victims have been buried at 
West Point, Mississippi. 
IViutbinxlnn New*. 
W a s h in g t o n , January 5th.—In the 
Senate Thurman ottered a resolution 
requesting tlie President to inform the 
Senate whether any' portion of the 
United States forces lias interfered 
with the organization of the Legisla­ 
ture of Louisiana, and if so, by wliat 
authority? A long discussion fol­ 
lowed, pending which the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
The House passed the Dill granting 
the right of way to the Oregon and 
Central Pacific Railway, with the 
amendment that the States through 
which the road passes shall always 
have the right to regulate fares. 
At the Cabinet meeting, to-day, 
Louisiana affairs were discussed at 
length, though not with a view of 
giving additional orders to the mili­ 
tary authorities at New Orleans. 
General Sheridan is considered every 
way competent to carry out the orders 
of the Government. 
M ieridnn'* M ission. 
N e w Y o r k , January 6th.—A Tribune 
special says that Attorney-General 
Williams disclaims connection with 
the recent Louisiana movement, and 
charges the responsibility on Congress, 
which should have either endorsed the 
Kellogg Government or ordered a new 
election. The President’s action looks 
simply to the preservation of peace 
until the decision of the pending is­ 
sues. The Tribune censures the Presi­ 
dent for sending Sheridan to McDow­ 
ell’s Deportment. The anti-Kellogg 
sympathizers claim that Sheridan was 
selected because of liis known preju­ 
dices against Louisiana Conservatives. 
Sheridan, in advising the arrest and 
trial by Military Commission of the 
leaders of the White League, excites 
doubt as to his prudence, among 
thinking Republicans, who understand 
that the League is not military or 
treasonable, whatever may be thought 
of its wisdom. 
Tlie Becchrr-Tlltou Case. 
N e w Y o r k , January 4th.—Tlie ease 
of Tilton vs. Beecher was called this 
morning iu the Brooklyn City Court, 
before Judge McCue. Beecher and his 
counsel were present, but Tilton’s 
lawyers were absent, and Shearman, 
of defendant’s counsel, moved an im­ 
mediate procedure with tlie case, as 
the counsel hud a case in the Supreme 
Court of New York in which Beecher 
e

alendar 
iu regular order, and directed tlie jury 
to be sworn in the case to set immedi­ 
ately before the scandal case. At noon 
James A. Drake, who was about start­ 
ing for Europe, appeared and his ex­ 
amination uas taken. He testified

N e w Y o r k , January 6tb.—The Tri­ 
bune, Herald, Sun and World all de­ 
nounce the late action of the Federal 
authorities in New Orleans as the 
greatest outrage in the history of our 
country. They consider that forcible 
resistance would have been justifiable 
and declare that tlie only reason for 
not making it was its utter hopeless­ 
ness. Submission is even worse in its 
effects upon tlie people of the country 
at large, and tlie tolerance of such an 
outrage would show that the people 
no longer are fit to have liberty. 
The 'limes and Picayune claim that 
there was no occasion whatever for 
Federal interference. They claim that 
practically they have hud no Govern­ 
ment, legal or illegal, for two years. 
The rule is that of the musket, sword 
and central authority, and everybody 
knows it. 
Before the Congressional Commit­ 
tee to-day, ex-Governor Hahn gave 
liis version of tlie occurrences in the 
Legislature yesterday.

The trial of Tiburcio Vasquez, the 
noted bandit, arrested near this city 
in May last, was commenced on Tues­ 
day morning, in the District Court of 
S anta Clara county, at San Jose. The 
charge preferred against Vasquez was 
the murder of Davidson, on the 2Gth 
of August, 1873, at Snyder’s store, in 
Tres Pinos. 
Vasquez, previous to the 
calling of the ease, had instructed his 
counsel to m ake a strenuous effort for 
a continuance, on the ground of the 
absence of im portant testimony for 
the defense. 
One of the absent wit­ 
nesses is Chavis —a villain who is 
wanted for more purposes than to tes­ 
tify on behalf of his quandam chief. 
Judge Belden 
presided. 
Attorney 
General Love appeared Tor the prose­ 
cution, with Thos. Bodley, of Santa 
Clara, and W. E. Lovett and N. C. 
Briggs, of Hollister. 
Judge C. B. 
Darwin was retained by the defense, 
but retired from the case, and the 
prisoner’s counsel consisted of J. A. 
Moulton and P. B. TuIIy, of Gilroy, 
and a gentleman fr£m Santa Clara. 
The day was consumed In obtaining a 
ju ry and in argum ent on a continu­ 
ance, which was requested by Tully 
on account of the recent retirement of 
Darwin. The continuance was denied. 
About half-past 5 P . m . the ju ry was 
obtained, about seventy having been 
examined. 
The indictment was read 
to them, charging Vasquez, Chavis, 
Moreno and Gonzales with murder. 
Vasquez pleaded “ not guilty.” 
Yes­ 
terday morning the examination com­ 
menced, but|jiiothing|[of importance, 
up to latest advices, had been elicited. 
Sheriff Rowland left here for San 
Jose on Tuesday morning.

to Hon. John 
Eaton, Commissioner, for a copy of 
his valuable report. 
I t embraces 
matters of great interest to ail who 
take pleasure in comparing the educa­ 
tional statistics of different States, 
Territories and Nations. 
It is ex­ 
ceedingly gratifying to know that the 
inestimable blessings of free public 
schools are nosv acknowledged in every 
section of country. 
Frequent extracts 
will be m ade from this work, in order 
that the readers of the H erald may 
know what progress has been made in 
our own country and in foreign na­ 
tions. 
Considering the great good th a t has 
been accomplished by tiie Bureau of 
Education, it is surprising that Con­ 
gress refused to increase tin1 appropri­ 
ation for its support, and astonishing 
that such a man as Hon. Frank Here­ 
ford, of W est Virginia, could move to 
withhold any appropriation, thus vir­ 
tually abolishing one of the most use­ 
ful departments of the Government. 


City Schools. 


The second term will commence on 
Monday, the 11th inst. 
Let all the 
pupils attend promptly,th at the classes 
may be speedily organized. 
There is 
much to l>e done, if weexpeet to finish 
in a satisfactory manner the work re­ 
quired of the different grades. 


Too Many Studies. 


Iu almost every educational journal 
there are articles concerning the ex­ 
isting course of studies in m any public 
schools. 
Little by little additions 
have been made, until all intelligent 
teachers acknowledge it is impossible 
to comply with the requirements of 
the law without danger or serious in­ 
jury to the pupils. In m any cities the 
physicians have entered their protests 
against the wholesale Injury, and, in 
some cases, “ slaughter of the inno­ 
cents.” The Chicago Teacher ridicules 
the too prevalent custom in the follow­ 
ing strong language: 
“ In view of the impossibility of 
teaching elementary studies, in conse­ 
quence of the addition to the district 
school course 
of so many higher 
branches, it is now proposed that 
school boards should have the chil­ 
dren born able to read, write and 
cipher to the rule of three. 
Iu this 
way sufficient tim e m ight be gained 
t,o instruct in botany, geometry, nat­ 
ural philosophy, astronomy, German, 
geology, domestic economy, social sci­ 
ence, metcrology, mineralogy, agri­ 
culture, manufacture, mining, com­ 
merce, 
history, political economy, 
music, drawing, philology, the fine 
arts, belles lettres, and the other stud­ 
ies absolutely necessary to fit a boy to 
be a shoemaker, or a girl to be a mil­ 
liner.” 
♦ --------- 
The International Exhibition of 1876. 


The Directors of this exhibition 
have issued the following circular to 
the teachers of the United States. 
“ Your earnest attention is invited 
to the importance of enlisting the 
schools of your county in the success 
of the Centennial Celebration of our 
Independence. 
To the youth of the 
country the importance of giving their 
tribute to the memory of the sages 
and heroes of tiie revolution, for the 
blessings of Free Government, re­ 
ligious liberty, and Universal Educa­ 
tion that we now enjoy, by reason of 
their sagacity and struggles, must he 
self-evident. 
It cannot be doubted 
that our youth love and venerate the 
virtues of their 
great forefathers. 
Doubtless they will gladly testify 
their interest in the coming celebra­ 
tion of the centenary anniversary by 
aiding it to the extent of their ability. 
Each.school.may be expected to sub­ 
scribe for Centennial stock and pur­ 
chase medals. The shares of stock are 
of the value of ten dollars each, and 
the pupils, by small subscriptions 
among themselves, may readily get 
together the moderate sum that would 
procure a share for the school itself. 
The beautiful emblematic certificate 
now being engraved at the U.S. Treas­ 
ury Department, .Washington, D. C., 
should be suspended in the school,and 
the name of each subscriber appended, 
thus 
forming a national 
roll oi 
honor.” 
State Superintendent Wickersham, 
of Pennsylvania, gives the recom­ 
mendation his w arm approval, and 
promises to present the subject to the 
schools of his State. 
W hen the subject is properly pre­ 
sented to the teachers of California we 
feel sure they will respond with their 
accustomed liberality. 
As our hon­ 
ored fellow citizen, Gov. Downey, is 
one of the Directors for this Congres­ 
sional District, we m ay expect he will 
in due time take such measures as the 
importance of the trust committed to 
him demands. 


Dr. Carr’s Opinion.

Press describing his recent visit to 
Southern California, the Doctor refers 
to our educational interests in the fol- 
lowihg complimentary terms: 
“ Los 
Angeles county is admirably adapted 
for the establishment of a noble agri­ 
cultural school, and it is not saying 
too much to prophesy, th a t in a very 
few years hundreds of young persons 
from less genial climates will be seek­ 
ing its advantages for practical with 
theoretic instruction.

Nor has 
Dr. Lucky less reason to rejoice in 
good work, faithfully done. W hether 
we look a t this part of tlio State from 
the Grangers or educational stand­ 
point, the banner of Hope waves over 
it.
